mer fire station site 
complete there could 
be some alterations to 
simplify certain ma¬ 
noeuvres for motorists. 

The junction has been 
in place since 2011 and 
was part of a £16mil- 
lion transport package 
which was designed to 
improve traffic flows in 
and around Weymouth 
for the Olympics and 
beyond. 


Local councillor Ali¬ 
son Reed has been 
campaigning for 
changes to the road lay¬ 
out since being elected 
for the Conservatives in 
May. She has now been 
asked to meet with en¬ 
gineers and to view 
their proposals. 

Part of the proposals 
include moving the 
traffic island in front of 
the former fire station 
site which engineers 


believe could reduce 
confusion for those 
wanting to turn right 
and to also reduce the 
number of lanes head¬ 
ing into the junction 
along North Quay. 

The engineers believe 
they may also have 
found a solution to long 
queues for traffic on 
Boot Hill. This could 
involve altering the 
lane markings on the 
approach from West- 
wey Road so that there

STORYTraders is a group of Bridport writers 
who meet up twice a month at Beach and 
Barnicott in Bridport. 

They have been established for almost five 
years and are a flourishing group with 20 
members and a waiting list. 

Most members were beginners when they 
joined and several have now gone on to 
have work published in anthologies or on¬ 
line and to win or be shortlisted in writing 
competitions. 

The group has also launched their first 
book this month, 'Narrative Threads', which 
is available in The Book Shop on South 
Street. 


• WHAT is the focus of Story Traders? 

The initial idea was to provide a supportive and en¬ 
couraging atmosphere in which writers could learn 
and develop, and draw inspiration from each other 
by sharing their work. From the beginning though 
we have always been about more than just meeting 
up to write. 

Of course we do that, but we have also made a 
point of being involved in community events and 
activities, sometimes initiating them ourselves and 
sometimes supporting other groups within the 
thriving creative community of Bridport. Each year 
we take part in the Bridport Open Book Festival dur¬ 
ing October, giving performances of our writing, 
and organising the Bridport Story Slam. We involve 
ourselves in local history projects. We give presen¬ 
tations of our stories to the Wl, Probus and other 
groups in the area. We have worked in local schools 
to encourage children to write poetry and we've 
joined up with local artists and singer/songwriters 
to create back-stories to their work. 

We think this sets us apart from other writing 
groups in our area, and as well as being an enjoy¬ 
able way of integrating into the Bridport commu¬ 
nity has also provided us with stimulating ideas for 
much of our writing. 

Apart from the Slam, our main focus has been our 
rope anthology. Bridport has a long history of in¬ 
volvement with the rope and net industry, and the 
story of rope in this area forms a large part of the 
display at Bridport Museum. To tie in with this (no 
pun intended!) we have produced an anthology of 
rope-related stories and poems. Some of these are 
closely connected to Bridport's history, but others 
have a much more tenuous link with the subject of 
rope, and will, we hope, surprise and delight our 
readers.

• WHAT advice would 
the group give to any¬ 
one wanting to start 
writing? 

You learn by doing. 

Whether it is random 
ideas, or you draw from 
your own life experi¬ 
ences, get in the habit of 
writing regularly. Read a lot and ask yourself why 
some writing holds your attention. Read your own 
work aloud and if possible join a writing group so 
that you can hear others work and exchange ideas. 

• WHAT is one of the memories members have 
from the club? 

Most members agree that the first time they read 
their own work aloud to an audience is a scary, en¬ 
joyable, memorable experience. 

• WHAT would be the typical agenda of one of

Story Traders meetings? 

A short summary and update on current writing 
projects is given. General writing news is shared. 
Members then read out their homework relating to 
the previous meetings' writing exercises. Next 
members read out their current work and there is 
an exchange of opinions and advice. This is light 
hearted, useful and constructive. We finish with a 
10-minute writing exercise.This is usually accompa¬ 
nied by a lot of groans and laughter, which usually 
reveals dozens of different ways people think. 

• WHAT do members most want out of the club? 

Writing can be a lonely business. Being part of a 
writing group who meet regularly is a real bonus, 
because almost without knowing it we support 
each other, inspire each other, with perhaps a 
twinge of competition, which encourages us all to 
do our best work. 

• TELL us a bit about'Narrative Threads'... 

It includes 16 local contributors, writing stories 
based on the theme rope. Some have been inspired 
by the history of Bridport's rope and net industry, 
others just by writing exercises that included using 
the word rope. A truly diverse collection of short 
stories, flash fiction, and poetry to keep the reader 
highly entertained.

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Dorset Waste Partnership 
overcomes initial problems

THE Dorset Waste Part¬ 
nership (DWP) is claim¬ 
ing that “bedding in” 
problems with its recy¬ 
cling and waste services 
in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land are improving. 

A year on from the in¬ 
troduction of the new bin 
collection service re¬ 
ported missing collec¬ 
tions have dropped from 
2,747 last October to 875 
in September. 

Formal complaints 
which require a senior 
manager’s action have 
fallen from 55 in January 
to ten in September. 

The Recycle for Dorset 
scheme was rolled out to 
48,000 households in the 
borough and part of West 
Dorset last October. 

The DWP said it has 
taken targeted action to 
improve services in the 
borough, including: 

• Replacing older 
hired vehicles with a 


newly purchased fleet, 
including spare vehicles 
supplied at no extra cost 
to help cover break¬ 
downs 

• Adjusting collection 
rounds to make them 
more manageable and 
reduce missed collec¬ 
tions 

# Introducing a new 
sickness management 
policy across the DWP 
to help reduce short-term 
absence and spending on 
agency staff 

Dorset Waste Partner¬ 
ship says it has also 
worked with Weymouth 
and Portland Borough 
Council to monitor prob¬ 
lems with waste in the 
Park District of Wey¬ 
mouth town centre. 

It is also working with 


the borough council to 
tackle problems with 
chewing gum, litter and 
fly-tipping in Weymouth 
town centre. 

The Recycle for Dorset 
service has now been in¬ 
troduced across the 
whole of the county, 
with the final 20,000 
households in the Brid- 
port, Beaminster and 
Lyme Regis area which 
started on October 19th. 

DWP claims the stan¬ 
dardised service has 
helped improve the recy¬ 
cling rate from 50 to 59 
per cent. 

But the introduction of 
the service has come at a 
cost - including a 
£2.7million overspend in 
2014/15, something 
which DWP says it is 


also actively tackling. 

The overspend this year 
has been brought down 
to £517,000 from 
£911,000 in June. 

The DWP has calcu¬ 
lated the cost per house¬ 
hold of its services as 
£166, which external 
consultants have said 
represents good value 
compared to other similar 
waste authorities. 

Councillor Anthony Al¬ 
ford, chair of the Dorset 
Waste Partnership Joint 
Committee, said: 

“Since the problems we 
experienced in the first 
few months of the new 
service, we have worked 
closely with the borough 
council to identify and 
tackle persistent issues, 
such as repeated missed 
collections and mess in 
the Park District. 

Councillor Ian Bruce, 
chair of Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s Management Com¬ 
mittee, said: “I am 
delighted that such good 
progress has been made 
since the head of com¬ 
munity protection and I 
met with the DWP back 
in August and that 
changes to the service in 
the Park District are 
proving successful. 

“I know the DWP team 
are working hard to make 
further improvements 
and we look forward to 
the time when house¬ 
holders in Weymouth and 
Portland are universally 
pleased with the service 
provided.

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is only one ahead lane. This, say the 
engineers, would avoid conflict with 
southbound drivers. 

Consultations will now be held on the 
proposals changes which, if approved, 
could see work started in the spring of 
2016 - although those works could re¬ 
sult in two weeks of congestion as the 
changes are made. 

Project engineer for the county coun¬ 
cil, Emma Baker, said: “The proposed 
changes to Harbour Junction are fairly 
minor but should help to remove some 
of the confusion experienced at this 
junction.” 

In an email to borough councillors 
she said that the signals design work 
has been completed and the construc¬ 
tion design is “being progressed”. 

“On completion of design work and 
community engagement it is antici¬ 
pated that the work will be carried out 
in March 2016 for two weeks. This 
scheme is a standalone alteration and is 
unlikely to prejudice the outcome of 
the master plan.” 


Councillor Alison Reed said she was 
delighted by the progress: “I am very 
grateful to both Councillor Robert 
Gould (Leader of DCC) and Councillor 
Peter Finney (Cabinet Member) and all 
the highways Officers who have been 
responding to my concerns and I look 
forward to progressing this further.” 

Councillor Richard Kosior who is 
Chairman of the Policy Committee 
said: “We have to ensure not only we 
have a good traffic flow but that we 
mi nim ise danger to all road users.” 

Councillor Claudia Webb who is Vice 
Chairman of the Scrutiny Committee 
added: “We want through traffic going 
to and from Portland to by-pass the 
town centre, to find other routes thus 
reducing pollution and congestion. We 
are already looking at the feasibility of 
building a western relief road (recently 
named the Jurassic Coast Highway) 
which will take Portland Traffic to 
Chickerell Road by passing Wyke and 
Westham. But in the meantime we 
hope through traffic will avoid Boot 
Hill and use Lane House Rocks Road.”

A WEYMOUTH College student 
has been honoured by the Police 
Crime Commissioner, Martyn Un¬ 
derhill, after being nominated for 
a Youth Award.

Council look to cut park and ride costs 


WEYMOUTH'S park and ride, 
which is costing taxpayers a 
quarter of a million pounds a 
year to run, could re-open in 
the spring, run by a private 
company.

tors to see if they could run the 
services from next April. 

Officers have told the County 
Council's environment and 
economy overview committee 
that the service's current run¬ 


ning costs cannot be justified. 

Councillor Peter Finney, cabi¬ 
net member for environment, 
said the authority was looking 
at alternative ways of running 
the service which would be 
cheaper. 


With income for the autumn 
and winter periods in previ¬ 
ous years at £24,000 the 
council decided to close the 
service this year until April 1 st, 
2016 making a saving of 
£116,000.

has to offer! 


MY fourth week at B! Health & Fitness and I got a taster for some of the classes on offer. I started on 
Monday morning at 9:15am with RIGorous. What a way to start the week that is! It's a bit like circuits 
but using the equipment in and around the rig on the gym floor. We had a group of nine people in 
the class and so had nine different stations to move around with a 40 second work out on each. I 
managed the first two circuits relatively comfortably but the third and fourth times round were a 
real challenge! I won't lie, it is tough, but you can go at your own pace and Craig, who took the class, 
is full of encouragement and helps you push yourself as much as you can. 

Tuesday at 6pm was Shape and Tone with Duncan in the fitness studio, which was another great 
class. It wasn't as intense as RIGorous but it was still a really great workout. The class was an hour 
long but broken down into different sections, starting with legs, then moving on to chest, arms, 
shoulders and abs so it works the whole body. I was a little achy from RIGorous the day before but 
after Shape and Tone I actually felt much better. 

I was back again on Wednesday for Power Burn, also at 6pm with Duncan as the usual instructor 
Cheryl was on holiday. I had been warned by some of the others that Power Burn was really hard 
work, and they weren't joking. I'm not sure I have ever sweat quite as much as I did during that class. 
The best thing about the class is that it works totally against your own body weight. It's a really in¬ 
tense CV (cardio vascular) workout and is a very popular class (despite Duncan's very dubious choice 
of music!) as you certainly burn a lot of calories in those 45 minutes. 

Even though the classes are really hard work, they are only as hard as you push yourself.There is 
no pressure to keep up with everyone, you can go at your own pace and if it is too much you can 
have a little break then join back in when you're ready. There were times when I wanted to stop but 
I found being in a group environment encourages you to push each other on.There's a really good 
atmosphere in all the classes, the instructors make it a lot of fun and there's a really friendly group 
of people that go regularly who every day asked me how I was finding each class, which was really 
nice. That really is one of the things that in my opinion makes B! Health & Fitness such a great place 
to work out. Everyone is so friendly at the atmosphere in the gym and the classes is great. It makes 
you want to come back, which when it comes to staying fit and healthy is definitely a very good 
thing! 

I had Thursday as a rest day but was feeling really good and was back in on Friday for a full body 
personal training session to end the week. For the first time in a while I had no muscle soreness, de¬ 
spite some very vigorous classes earlier in the week, a sure sign that my strength and fitness are 
improving, aided of course by plenty of sleep and a healthy diet. Friday's session was brilliant. Tough, 
but brilliant! For the first time I could really see how I have improved and I managed to shoulder 
press twice the weight I did to start with which gave me a real buzz. Duncan pushed me through 
some CV work to finish the session on the bike doing interval sprints, which again was an area where 
having him there as a personal trainer made such a massive difference. It allowed me to focus on 
keeping the speed up over 120 revolutions per minute throughout the sprint intervals while he 
watched the clock and pushed me through it. 

I was obviously pretty exhausted after the session but I felt so good. I know I have made huge 
improvements over the last 2 weeks and the personal training has played a big part in that. It's been 
really intense but the sense of achievement and general well-being that I have now is immense. 

I'm going back in on Monday for a final fitness test to see what impact the last 4 weeks has had 
on me. I'm confident the results will back up how good I'm feeling!

Celebrating 30 years 
of community plays 


£ £ THIRTY years on seems a 
good moment to mark an 
innovation, and so it proved 
at Sunninghill Community Hall 
on Saturday, October 3rd. 

In the late 80s, playwright and 
director Ann Jellicoe invented a 
new theatrical form, the commu¬ 
nity play, in which a whole town 
might participate in the creation 
of a work of theatrical art. Start¬ 
ing in Ann’s home town of Lyme 
Regis, the seventh play was to 
be the largest. 

“The Dorchester play involved 
well over 100 performers, an or¬ 
chestra, and dozens more people 
involved in researching, build¬ 
ing, making, selling, funding, 
driving, baby-sitting, ushering 
and indeed attending. I was 
privileged to be asked to write 
the play, Entertaining Strangers, 
which covered more than 50 
years of Dorchester’s 19th cen¬ 
tury history, and involved a race 
meeting, many dinners, a ser¬ 
mon or two, a grand equestrian 
parade and a major outbreak of 
cholera. It was directed by Ann, 
co-directed by Jon Oram, com¬ 
posed by Andrew Dixon and 
professionally designed and 
stage managed. 

“Since then, five more plays 
have been made, giving the lie to 
the idea that the model of com¬ 
munity play-making doesn’t 
leave a legacy. Many, many of 
the Entertaining Strangers com¬ 
pany went on to perform in sub¬ 
sequent plays, some of them in 
all six. By the same token, the 
professional team kept coming 
back. There was a more than 
representative sample of both 
groups at the celebratory dinner. 

“For those of us who’ve been 
involved for most or all of the 
30-year span, it was a chance to 
meet old friends, to hear news of 
others, and to marvel at how 
well we were all looking. 

“Introduced by the new chair 
of the Dorchester Community 
Play Association, Sonia Morris, 
speakers during the evening in¬ 
cluded the first chair, Trevor 
Jones, Jon Oram (co-director of 
Entertaining Strangers and later 
director of the 2007 play A Time 
to Keep), Rupert Creed who

wrote Eire from Heaven and the 
most recent play, Drummer 
Hodge, and composer Andrew 
Dixon, who also wrote and di¬ 
rected the third play, Running 
Still. The last speaker was 
Stephanie Dale, with whom I 
wrote the fifth play, A Time to 
Keep, and who is already begin¬ 
ning work on the seventh. 

“All of the speakers spoke of 
the unique emotional but also 
the artistic impact and value of 
the community play. 

“Music is always a vital part of 
the plays and one of the high- 
spots of the evening was the per¬ 
formance (and indeed singing) 
of music from the plays, by a 
hand which included play com¬ 
poser Tim Laycock. There were 
two other highlights for me. One 
was a filmed interview with Ann 
Jellicoe, now 88 and too frail to 
attend the evening. Community 
play actors Sue Wylie and Mag¬ 
gie Ansell gently coaxed Ann to 
talk about how the form was 
conceived and developed. Most 
moving was when they told Ann 
how being involved with com¬ 
munity plays had inspired and 
changed them. Suddenly, Ann 
said ‘then I haven’t wasted my 
life’, and her eyes filled with 
tears. 

“Another extraordinary mo-

ment for me was when Maggie, 
her daughter, her son-in-law and 
her grand-daughter performed 
an extract from Entertaining 
Strangers. Maggie had never 
acted or been involved in theatre 
when she was recruited to the or¬ 
ganising committee, and then 
cast in one of the lead roles. Her 
daughter Fran, then 18, was in 
the orchestra, and also played a 
major part in Fire from Heaven, 
two shows on. Her daughters 
Kitty and Maisie (then three- 
years-old) first appeared in A 
Time to Keep. 

“The Ansell family are living 
proof of the transformative 
power of this remarkable form.”

THE Sunny Days Nursery in 
Glendinning Avenue, Weymouth 
will be closing later this year after 
14 years in the town. 

The move is expected to lead to 
the loss of some jobs across the 
three Sunny Days nurseries in 
Weymouth, Dorchester and Brid- 
port. 

Its owners say the weakening of 
the local economy during and since 
the recession has meant that the de¬ 
mand for childcare places in Wey¬ 
mouth has been steadily declining. 

Parents will be offered places for 
their children at the company’s 
Dorchester nursery, or in Bridport. 

In a statement Sunny Days said: 
“During the past seven years the re¬ 
quirements of child care provision 
by parents has changed signifi¬ 
cantly. Several large employers 
have relocated from the Weymouth 
area, some have downsized their 
businesses and many have relo¬ 
cated outside of Dorset completely. 
This has had a significant impact in

the need for childcare in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

“On the other hand Sunny Days 
Nursery in Poundbury has been 
growing over the past 13 years 
since it opened in 2002, when it 
was one of the first businesses to 
open on the new Poundbury estate. 
“Likewise, the Bridport economy 
appears to be on the upturn so the 
Bridport nursery is enjoying an in¬ 
crease of numbers of children at¬ 
tending.” 

David Scadden, Owner of Sunny 
Days Weymouth said “This is a 
very sad day for myself and my 
wife Joy. We started our first nurs¬ 
ery in Weymouth in 2001 and it is 
with great sadness that due to the 
consolidation of our nursery offer 
into Poundbury and Bridport, it 
will mean that we will close the 
Sunny Days nursery in Weymouth 
later this year. Many of our parents 


at the Weymouth nursery either 
work in Dorchester or live mid¬ 
way between Weymouth and 
Dorchester and we will be working 
with them very closely to offer 
places for their children at one of 
the other two nurseries. The chil¬ 
dren will be cared for to the same 
first class standard in Weymouth 
until they can be safely and consid¬ 
erately moved to their new nurs¬ 
ery.” 

Sunny Days provides employ¬ 
ment for over 85 members of full 
time and part time staff. The con¬ 
solidation of the business will 
mean a number of redundancies 
across the three nurseries.

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Rare shark landed 
off Chesil Beach 


DORSET Wildlife Trust 
(DWT) says it was sad¬ 
dened to see a critically 
endangered porbeagle 
shark landed on Chesil 
Beach last weekend by a 
local fisherman. 

The two-metre shark, a 
mature female, was acci¬ 
dently caught in a tram¬ 
mel net 300 yards off 
Chesil Cove. 

Marc Smith, DWT 
Chesil Beach Centre 
Manager said: “This was 
an unfortunate incident. 
The fisherman was 
clearly not targeting the 
animal, given the location 
of the nets. But porbea¬ 
gles are breeding at this 
time of year, ready to give 
birth in the spring, so it is 
a shame to see this repro¬ 
ductive female removed 
from the population.” 

Porbeagle sharks are 
mackerel sharks, related

to the mako and white 
shark. They typically 
grow to around three me¬ 
tres but despite their ap¬ 
pearance and size, they 
are not considered a dan¬ 
ger to humans as their 
main interest is fish. 

DWT said that like 
most sharks they are long- 
lived, slow growing, ma¬ 
ture late and produce few 
young, making them ex¬ 
tremely vulnerable to 
overfishing. 

Since 2010, commercial 
fishermen within the EU 
have been prohibited 
from targeting and land¬ 
ing porbeagles. When ac¬ 
cidently caught, they 
must be returned to the 
sea, unharmed if possible. 

Marc Smith added: “I 


am not surprised that this 
shark has been caught 
just off Chesil Beach. We 
get regular reports from 
fishermen about porbea¬ 
gles around the Dorset 
coast. 

“Basking sharks, blue 
sharks and porbeagles 
have all been seen close 
by. We also get dolphins 
just off the beach, fol¬ 
lowing the fish. All of 
which are susceptible to 
nets.” 

The Wildlife Trusts are 
currently proposing that 
17 special areas around 
England and Wales 
should become protected 
areas for dolphins, 
whales and sharks to 
safeguard these species, 
some of which are in de-

A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


Time to do something before it's too late 


IN a few days time there will be 
the latest round of debate on ideas 
and plans to protect Weymouth 
from river flooding and rising sea 
levels. 

For once the council is not shut¬ 
ting the stable door after the horse 
has bolted and is intelligently 
considering options before they 
are needed. 

I wrote a fortnight ago about the 
general concept since when a few 
more details have emerged about 


exactly what might be carried out. 

This includes a waist high wall 
along the landward side of the Es¬ 
planade to protect traffic and ho¬ 
tels while still allowing people to 
walk along the promenade, pos¬ 
sible raising of the Jubilee Clock 
base to protect the historic mon¬ 
ument from the sea and a wall 
and gated barrier across the har¬ 
bour. 

The trick here is not to say: 
“Well future flooding won’t af¬ 


fect me because I’ll be dead by 
the time it gets that high.” 

You have to think of other peo¬ 
ple’s future, of what threat your 
children or grandchildren may be 
facing, because the only thing 
that all the experts agree on is that 
it is going to get worse before it 
gets better. 

Not only are these measures 
needed as soon as - and possibly 
before - funding is available but 
such structures themselves may 


be overtaken by events in the fu¬ 
ture. 

So whatever councillors do de¬ 
cide to build must be done so in 
such a way that it can be adapted 
and extended if problems with 
sea levels and river flooding con¬ 
tinue to get worse. 

Other towns in a worse situation 
than Weymouth already have 
such walls. Such protection may 
not win many architectural 
awards but it is a better option 


than hoteliers waking their guests 
during the night to tell them their 
full English has been cancelled 
because the breakfast room is 
under water. 

And all this concern for tourism 
doesn’t even scratch the surface 
of those whose bricks and mortar 
are also their home, so let us hope 
councillors choose the best flood¬ 
ing defences they can because 
doing nothing is not an option. 




Please don't drink and drive...not even the next morning 


DORSET police groups are lobbying to 
bring the drink-drive limit down to help 
save even more lives. 

And their campaign has gained momen¬ 
tum after recent statistics showed a driver 
is three times more likely to be involved 
in an accident after one drink than if sober. 

The fact finding by breathalyzer experts 
reveals that a fifth of drivers caught drink¬ 
driving were actually giving positive 
breath results the morning after they had 
been drinking. 

That is literally a staggering statistic. No 


driver can rely on the rough guidelines of 
alcohol decaying at about one unit per 
hour because different bodies get rid of al¬ 
cohol at different rates. 

But what person has drunk so much the 
night before that they are still above the 
legal limit to drive as much as eight or 
even ten hours later? 

And it clearly isn’t an isolated practice if 
one in five drink-drivers caught are doing 
it. 

Further, if proposals to cut drink-drive 
limits ever come in then drivers might 


have to think seriously about not drinking 
at all from the afternoon of the previous 
day because if the number of “morning 
after” drink drivers is registering this high 
now then correspondingly more will be 
breaking the law if levels are cut. 

The only truly safe level is no level at all. 
Don’t have anything to drink at all if you 
are going to drive, but it will require a 
sharp change in mentality to extend that to 
“don’t drink the night before if you are 
going to drive the next day”. 

I feel it will take a massive publicity 


campaign to ram this message home be¬ 
cause clearly that message - being ignored 
by a fifth of those caught - isn’t registering 
at the moment never mind that for every 
hundred drivers caught the next day there 
are another 400 being caught who have 
been drinking and just got straight behind 
the wheel. 

It is frightening and we still have a long 
way to go before drink-driving achieves 
the same level of social condemnation that 
smoking does. A sobering thought with the 
Christmas party period almost with us. 


■ THIS week’s Growing Old Dis¬ 
gracefully spot looks at going to the 
dentist and whether it would be sim¬ 
pler to stay at home and just post the 
dentures for a check up. 

Well not really. Dentists deserve a 
laugh as much as anyone, so taking 
yourself down for a check up where 
half your teeth are in your face and 
the other half are being washed in a 
bowl by the assistant gives dentists a 
bit of variety in their life. 

There is also the entertainment 
value to consider as the dentist asks 
how their patient is and tries to trans¬ 
late the mumble coming out of their 
mouth such as: “Noshoooad, budav 
biddam stukinma basheath” which as 
everyone knows means: “Not too bad, 
but I have a bit of ham stuck in my 
back teeth.” 

Finally there is the value of contact 
with another human being to be con¬ 
sidered since many pensioners lead 
quiet even secluded lives and may see 
few people from one week’s end to 
the next. 

Strange isn’t it. You spend most of 
your life dreading a visit to the dentist 
and then perhaps your twilight years 
actually quite looking forward to 
it.No, I don’t either.

Blake blasts his 
way to world gold 

By Stuart Broom 

PAUL Blake stormed to victory in Doha on 
Monday evening to retain his T36 800m title to 
add to the silver he won on Thursday in the 
400m’s at the IPC World Championships at the 
Suhaim Bin Hamad Stadium. 

The GB men’s captain literally led from the 
front, both for his country and from the field in 
a tactic that took his rivals by surprise to take the 
gold. 

Going into the race Russian Artem Arefyev 
was the favourite having set the fastest time this 
season. 

Usually a front runner, he was surprised to find 
the 25-year old Dorchester athlete go to the front 
from the off and open up a lead of around seven 
metres. 

Blake dictated throughout and raced through 
the bell in 1:02:63 and although Arefyev man¬ 
aged to cut his lead in the home straight, Blake 
did not falter and raced home in a season’s best 
2:06: 89 with the Russian clocking 2:07:13, his 
season’s best. 

Interviewed afterwards on Channel 4 Blake 
said it was always his and coach Rob Elchuck 
plan to go out from the start at the race which 
saw him defend the title he won in Lyon in 2013. 

The GB captain had to settle for silver in the 
400m when he was beaten by Russia’s Evgenii 
Shvetcov, who stormed to victory clocking a 
championship record time of 53.70, with Blake 
second in 54.58 seconds.
